On Major Issues 
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European Talks Fail 
To Reach Any Accord 


By James Goldsborough 


LUXEMBOURG, April 3 (nT), 
—Leaders of the nine nations of 
the European Economic Commu- 
nity left here today having failed 
to reach egreement on any of 
the key problems facing them. 

A French proposal aimed at 
solving the problem of allocation 
of seats for the first direct elec- 
tions of the European Parlia- 
ment was opposed by Italy and 
Britain and thus had no pos~ 
sibility of being accepted, 

Few of the nine leaders at 
this fourth European Council 
meeting hid thelr disappointment 
at the imability to agree on key 
measures despite the difficulties 
facing Europe. Belgian Premier 
Leo Tindemans summed up the 
genera] mood when he seid after- 
ward that the European Council 
still has not found its equilibrium 
and defined its role. 

Subjects Sidestepped 

Though set up 16 months ago 
85 the supreme EEC decision- 
making executive, the Council 
was unable to make any decisions 
during two days of talks, The 
three subjects on the agenda— 
the European Parliament, the 
Tindemans report on European 

union and action on economic 
and monetary affairs—were al 
sidestepped and handed back to 
foreign ministers for further 
study. 

Though none of the nine would 
admit that the failure to agree 
here meant that the EEC could 
not hold the first direct European 
elections in the spring of 1978, 
2s was agreed in Rome four 
months ago, time appeared to 
be working against that dead- 
line. The nine failed to break 
the deadlock on seat apportion- 
ment among the larger and 
smaller nations of the commu- 
nity. 

The Tindemans repott on EBC 
institutional reorganizetion also 
got short shrift here and was 
shunted off to the foreign min- 
isters who were charged to reach 
some sort of conclusion by the 
year's end. 

The nine were so far apart on 
agreement on economic and 
monetary policies that they could 
do ho more than agree to con- 
sider the EEC Executive Com- 
mission's proposals at later meet- 
ings of the finance ministers. An 
economic declaration on common 
policy that wes to be issued to- 
day was abandoned, 

Questioned about the meeting's 
lack of results, at ἃ final news 
conference today, Mr. Thorn, 
current president of the Euro- 
pean Council, said, “The Council 
is still searching for {ts political 
will” 

There was no political will in 
evidence during these meetings. 
Each of the three maim subjects 
on the agenda failed because the 
big-four EEC nations, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Britain and France, 
could not agree. 

French Proposal 

The French had hoped to un- 
block the European Parliament 
debate with their that 
the Parliament be frozen: δὲ its 
present number of 198 seats.

Ttalian Premier Aldo Moro, who 
consulted with Rome twice dur- 
ing the night, Indicated today 
that Italy could not accept the 
present numbers, which would 
have continued representation of 
the four big countries at the 
present 36 seais each. Italy, said 
Mr. Moro, because of its many 


political parties, needs more than 
36 seats. 

‘The British also expressed their 
hesitation. Foreign Minister 
dames Callaghan. who played 
practically an equal role here 
with Prime Minister Harold Wil- 
son, indicated clearly that Britain 
wanted more seats 50 that Scot- 
land and Wales would have a 
representation commensurate with 
those of Luxembourg, Ireland and 
Denmerk.

Foreign Minister Carlos Ro- 
mulo, commenting on the asylum 
request, said, “I gave no impor- 
tance to the report since it hap- 
pened on April L I took it as 
an April Fools’ Day joke and 
dismissed it as such.” 

In Washington, a State Depart- 
ment spokesman said that the 
United States made it a practice 
not to grant political asylum to 
citizens of another country on 
their home territory, although it 
does afford refuge in embassies 
to persons in “active danger.” 

In the case of Mr. Macapagal. 
who presented himself at the res- 
idence of Ambassador William 
Sullivan, it wes determined 
through calls to Philippine au- 
thorities, the spokesman said. 
that he was not in peril of ar 
Test or pursuit, 

Encouraged to Leave 

In each case, embassy person- 
nel are instructed to report as 
soon as possible to the State De- 
partment for a ruling on the 
granting of refuge. This was done 
in the Macapagal case. he said, 
and when it was established that 
“active danger was terminated” 
he was encouraged to leave, 

Mr. Macapagal released a state~ 
ment through his daughter say- 
ing that U.S. Embassy offictals 
“relayed to me an assurance 
given by an authorized official 
of the Philippine government 
that there was no warrant for 
Tay arrest and that I could leave 
the country any time I wished.”

There was no confirmation 
from the Philippine government 
that Mr. Macapagal was being 
sought after publication of his 
book, “Democracy in the Philip- 
pines.”

Banzer Rule in Bolivia Defi

LA PAZ, April 2.— President 
Hugo Banzer, a soft-spoken army 
general, has been in office for 
4 1/2 years, 2 longer continuous 
tenure than any other president 
in the modern history of Bolivia, 
which has a background of re- 
peated politica! upheaval, violence 
and economic depression. 

Historians estimate that there 
have been between 1€0 and 180 
uprisings—large and small—since 
Bolivia became the last of today's 
South American republics to win 
freedom from Spain nearly 151 
yeats ago. 

Those m power have tradi- 
tionally been the targets of secret 
and violent plots, and sucht schem- 
ing continucs today among op- 
position elements in and out of 
the country. 

President Banger has foiled 
‘thetr efforts so far by the exercise 
of courage, Toresight and sdroit- 
mess, an understanding of history 
and economics uncommon for a 
military officer and a determina- 
tion to put Bolivia permanently 
on the road to progress.

To Be Ready 


See 175 Million Doses 
For Inoculation Drive

WASHINGTON, April 2 (WP). 
—Drug manufacturers can sup- 
ply the nation with the “needed 
volume” of swine-flu. vaccine by 
late fall even though they prob- 
ably cannot produce dases for all 
215 million Americans by then, 
an industry spokesman said yes- 
terday. 

Joseph’ Stetler, president of 
the Pharmaceutical Manufactur- 
ers Association, told a Senate 
Health subcommittee that it was 
unlikely “everyone would want to 
be inoculated or could be." He 
said later that a “conservative 
estimate” was that 175 million 
doses could be ready by the end 
of the year. 

President Ford said last week 
that he would ask Congress for 
@ $185-million special appropria- 
tion to protect every American 
against the “very real possibility” 
of an epidemic of swine flu, 
which killed 20 million persons 
worldwide in 1918. 

Today, Mr. Ford's emergency 
Proposal was unanimously ap- 
proved by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. It approved the 
Special money bill by voice vote 
after a brief discussion. The mea- 
sure will go to the full House for 
action soon, 

Negative Heactions 


However, health officials said 
yesterday that children under 
5 years may not be recommended 
for inoculation because of the 
risk of negative reactions to the 
vaccine. 

Witnesses before the subcom- 
mittee of Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass,, differed on the per- 
centage of the population that 
could be reached. Dr. Theodore 
Cooper, assistant secretary for 
health with the Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Department, 
said up to 90 per cent could be 
immunized, but Dr. George Hardy, 
8 Birmingham, Ala., health of- 
ficer, said, “If it reaches 60 to 
πὸ per cent, it would be an ex~ 
ceptional effort.”

Kissinger Presses Congress 
Again on Plane Sale to Egypt

WASHINGTON, April 2 (IT), 
—Secretary of State Henry Els- 
singer strongly urged Conyress to- 
day to support the sale of six 


* military transport planes to Egypt 


to encourage Cairo to continue 
its policy of moderation toward 
Israel. 

In testimony before a Senate 
Foreign Relations subcommittee, 
Mr, Kissinger contended that the 
sale, while having little practical 
military significance, conld bring 
enormous politica] benefits both 
for the United States and for 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 

“We must, in other words, by 
the responsiveness of our policy, 
heip give Sadat a positive answer 
to make if possible for him to 
continue on the course he has 
chosen and encourage the other 
Arab states to follow his example,” 
the secretary said. 

Mr, Kissinger testified that Mr. 
Sadat bad taken major steps 
away from the Soviet Union and 
Dow must show that “he can de- 
rive sufficient benefit from this 
new policy.” The secretary said 
that. in response to indications 
from the Egyptian President that 
some evidence that ‘the United 
States would be willing to meet 
his national security needs would 
be very important to him, the 
administration decided on a $65- 
Million sale of six C-130s to Egypt. 

“If we fail now to follow 
through,” Mr, Kissinger warned, 
“if Congress should reject the 
sale, it would have very serious 
consequences not only in Egypt 
but throughout the Arab world.” 


‘The secretary insisted that the 
Sale did not mean that the United 
States was going to become a 
Major arms supplier to Egypt, 

“This is an individual step 
and set no precedent for the 
future. There is no further com- 
mitment on our part,” he told 
the panel. 

Mr. Kissinger also testified 
that Mr. Sadat has told the 
United States that he does not 
intend to ask for further mili- 
tary aid this year beyond the six 
transports. 


However, under questioning by 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., the 
secretary admitted that the sub- 
ject of further military aid for 
Egypt could come up in the 
future. However, he said that 
the sale of the six transports 
Dow was necessary to buy some 
time. 

“Next year, if the matter arises, 
8. peace process may be under 
way... which would allow the 
United States to respond differ- 
ently,” he said. 


Egypt Rejects Soviet Note 

CAIRO, April 2 (AP).—Egypt 
has rejected a Soviet note attack- 
ing President Sadat's abrogation 
of the Soviet-Egyptien friendship 
treaty, the official Middle East 
News Agency reported yesterday. 

Vice-President Hosny Mubarek 
refused to accept the note in a 
Meeting Wednesday with the So- 
viet ambassador in Cairo, Vila- 
dimir Polyakov, and called it 
“an interference in Egypt's in- 
ternal affairs.” the agency said.

While Syria's armed forces in- 
clude about 200.000 men equipped 
with modern Soviet and Czech 
equipment, the diversion of large 
Dumbers of troops to police 
Lebanon could weaken the de- 
fense of some key points in this 
country. Such a weakening would 
be serious in view of potential 
Israeli strikes,

Michel Polnareff: Starting | 
All Over Again in the U.S.A

OS ANGELES (4P}.—-Michel Polnareff achieved siardom and 
chucked it, earned a fortune and lost it. Now, at 26, he’s

This time, though, Polnareff has set his sights higher. No 
longer content to be just a star in his native land, the singer- 
musician-composer wants to be the first Frenchman to become 
@ Tock music star in the United States. 

‘The fame he enjoyed as one of France's top pop performers 
8 few years back means nothing now. To U.S. audiences he 
is simply another newcomer im an endless stream of talented 
unknowns vying for their attention, It's a challenge Polnareff 


welcomes.

Bight months In the making, his first English-language 
album, “Michel Poinareff,” is an enjoyable collection of rock 
tunes that are particularly noteworthy for the interesting, 
melodic compositions and arrangements. 

Versatility seems to be a Polnareff trademark, along with 
the large, white-framed sunglasses he wears constantly because 
of an eye problem. His current project has him writing the 
mousic for 2 new motion picture, “Lipstick,” and the score ranges 
from electronic music to a love theme to a driving discotheque 


number. 


Formally trained in piano and composition as a child, 
including studies at the Paris Conservatory, Polmareff broke 
upon the French pop music scene in 1966. winning praise for the 
classical and jazz influences in his music. 

L'Express, a French news magazine, has called him the most 
talented French composer of his generation. ‘ 

Although that kind of acclaim made it difficult for Polnareff 
to find the stimulus for self-improvement and growth—whatever 
he did was ἃ financial success—he says he might not have given 
it ali up to move to Los Angeles had not one other thing 


happened. 


His business manager ran off with all his money in the 
spring of 1973. Poluareff was left penniless and owing some 
$200,000 to banks and about $1 million to other creditors, in- 


cluding the French government. 


“When that happened,” the singer says, “I had two things 
1 could do. 1 could kill myself—really! I mean, he took all my 


money! 


Or I could say, Tm very healthy, I have talent, I'm 


going to America to make it big and pay them back. their 


money.”

U.S. Study Backs Treatment to Stop Diabetic Blindness

Wraseaveron, April 2 (WP). 
~The leading cause of new 
cases of blindness in the United 
States—growth of abnormal blcod 
vessels in the eyes of diabetics— 
can be prevented in thousands of 
cases by sealing off the invading 
vessels with powerful light beams, 
scientists said yesterday. 


Tn 8 nationwide study financed 
by the National Institutes of 
Health (NIA) at 16 medical cen- 
ters, eye doctors treated only one 
eye of each of 1,720 patients and 
Jeft the other untreated to see 
which eye would do better. 


Blindness appeared in 56 treat- 
ed eyes and in 129 untreated ones 
@fter more than two years.’ 


Dr. Donald Fredrickson, NIH 
director, said that this and other 
results of what the NIH called 
“the largest multi-center clinical 


treatment ean reduce blindness 
“significantly” in diabetics. 
About 300,000 U.S. diabetics now 
have the condition called diabetic 
retinopathy, Dr, Carl Kupper, di- 
rector of NIH's National Eye In- 
stitute, estimated, It is one in 
which tiny blood vessels appear 
and proliferate, then bleed to 


leave scarring and permanent 
damage, 

Some eye surgeons have been 
attacking the condition with light 
beams—either from an argon 
laser: Or 8 xenon arc light, as 
in the NIH shidy—for 15 years, 
said Dr. Matthew Davis of the 
University of Wiscousin, head of 
the mew study's executive com- 
mittee, But there had never been 
@ large enough, careful enough 
trial to show whether the treat- 
ment really worked, what its risks 
were and which patients benefited 


‘Until these answers became ap- 
parent, it wag ethical to treat 
only one eye in the study's pa- 


tients, Dr. Davis said." But now, 
the same treatment will be con- 
sidered for the eyes left uritreat- 
ed, he reported. 

There are some drawhacks, too, 
particularly some loss of periph- 
eral vision. and the treatment will 
ποῖ work for everyone, Dr, Davis 
emphasized. _ Observation of 477 
patients treated for 20 to 24 
Months and 259 treated up to 28 
months—es well as similar re- 
sults in the more than 1,000 treat 
ed for lesser periods—has con- 
vinced the researchers that blind- 
ness will develop it 6.4 per cent 
of all treated patients but in 16.3 
per cent, or nearly three times as 
many, tntrenitee: ones. .
